It takes only a few 
moments and eliminates a potential argument with customs 
when you return. You may register articles at any customs 
office, including those at airports, at no charge 

Carry all documents and money — passport, tickets, trav- 
eler's checks, driver's license, photocopy of your tour hotel 
list, cash, credit cards — on your person, but not all in the 
same place to limit the inconvenience in case of loss. Do 
not carry these important items in your suitcase or hand lug- 
gage. You may find a money belt useful while touring

Baggage 


Porterage for one suitcase on tour is included in the tour 
price. Due to limited coach capacity, this single bag should 
have dimensions not exceeding 30 x 18 x 10 inches and 
weight not exceeding 60 Ibs (27 kg). A charge of US$3 
per traveling day will be collected by the tour director if a 
second piece of baggage is carried, or if the suitcase 
exceeds the established weight and/or dimensions 
International air carriers may also impose fees or require 
you to remove articles and put them in another bag if 
weight or size limits are exceeded. Test the weight of your 
packed suitcase. You should be able to lift and comfort- 
ably transport it short distances. Drivers and porters will be 
lifting and transporting your luggage during the tour, so on 
their behalf we ask you to please keep the size and the 
weight within the above limits. 

For your own comfort and that of fellow passengers, 
please limit the size of your hand luggage for easy storage 
on the motorcoach (approximately 17 x 14 x 8 inches}. 
Please note that international air carriers are also strict 
about the size and weight of carry-on luggage. Wheeled 
carry-on cases are not suitable as hand luggage for motor 
coach travel. We supply a baggage tag for you to fill out 
and attach in a conspicuous place to your suitcase. It is 
also a very good idea to put a label with your name, 
address, and telephone number on the inside of your suit 
case and hand luggage. For security reasons keep alll 
unchecked luggage in your immediate possession. 
luggage left unattended can be confiscated by airport per 
sonnel. 

Sometimes baggage is briefly “lost” by the airline, usually 
at the most for a day. Take a change of clothing in your 
hand luggage, or pack some of your clothing in your trav- 
eling companion’s bag, so that you don’t have to wear the 
clothes you have traveled in until your baggage is delivered. 


What to Wear 


Traveling light is recommended. The best advice for packing 
is: “If in doubt, leave it out." When packing, adopt a simple 
color coordination plan for your vacation to reduce the quanti- 
ty of clothing required. For every week of touring, five tops or 


shirts and three skirts, Bermuda shorts or slacks that can be 
coordinated are enough. Sportswear is fine during the day. 
Wrinkleresistant, easy-care cotton/polyester clothing is prefer 
able for touring. Bring three smart casual outtits for evening. You 
may also wish to pack one dressier outfit if you are planning 
an evening at the theater or dinner at an elegant restaurant. 

Pack one pair of comfortable walking shoes, one pair of 
dress shoes, sandals that double as slippers, enough under- 
wear and socks so that frequent laundry isn't necessary, a 
warm sweater for the evenings, a folding umbrella, and a 
raincoat (with a removable liner in spring and fall). It may 
be warmer or cooler than normal and you may be travel 
ing through different climates and altitudes, so layering 
makes sense. Check the “Helpful Hints & Information” sec- 
tion of your travel documents for further advice on clothing 
specitic to your tour. 


Toiletries, Medicines, Sundries 

Check that you've included a toothbrush, toothpaste, 
deodorant, razor, shaving cream (not the pressure-can type 
that can burst in a depressurized aircraft), sunscreen and 
sun hat (where appropriate), plenty of tissues, a couple of 
washcloths (some foreign hotels don’t supply them), a trav- 
el alarm clock, and plastic bags for damp laundry and 
washcloths. It is a good idea to carry toiletries in plastic 
bags as protection against leaks; bring small trial sizes of 
toiletries to reduce luggage weight. 

Bring an ample supply of any medicines you are taking, 
copies of your prescriptions, and the telephone/fax number 
of your doctor. Because of strict drug laws in some countries, 
drugs you take on doctor's orders should be carried in their 
original container showing the prescription label. Tell your 
tour director if you are currently under medical treatment. 

If you wear glasses, pack an extra pair and/or a copy 
of your prescription. If you wear contact lenses, remember 
to pack eye drops and use them frequently if you are trav- 
eling in a dry climate 

Other items you may wish to bring: pre-printed address 
labels for your postcards and letters home; a small flash- 
light; manicure set; a mending kit; and swimwear, as some 
hotels may have a pool. 


What To Pack In Your Hand Luggage 


Here are a few items we suggest you have with you at all 
times while you're touring and sightseeing: a good supply of 
any medication you are taking; extra film and spare batteries 
for your camera; light rainwear and a sweater; sunscreen 
and sun hat (where appropriate); a pen; pocket calculator: 
tape; insect repellent; aspirin; Band-Aids; a road map if you 
enjoy “plotting your progress”; and a small travel pillow 


Leave a Safe Home 
Arrange for pet, plant, and yard care; stop newspaper 
and mail deliveries; connect a few lamps and a radio to a 
timer; pay all bills that will come due while you are away; 
secure all windows and doors; and disconnect all electrical 
appliances that will not be in use. 


Other Things to Do Before Leaving 


¢ Check that you have adequate travel protection (insur- 
ance) coverage. 
Make hair appointments and any necessary medical 
appointments, including vision and dental checks, 
before you leave. 
Rest as much as you can in the week before leaving 
since travel can be strenuous. As sightseeing generally 
includes some walking, you might take some brief walks 
around the block if you are sedentary. 
leave a photocopy of your tour itinerary and hotel list 
with a friend or relative so that you can be contacted 
quickly in an emergency. 
The more you know about where you are going, the more 
interesting your tour will be. So read about the countries 
or regions you are visiting. Government tourist offices pro- 
vide free brochures and maps, libraries and bookstores 
carry guidebooks and novels set in foreign locales, and 
bookstores sell phrase books and dictionaries. 


A Word About Tipping 


Gratuities to your tour director and driver are not includ- 
ed in the tour price. While the amount of these gratuities 
will depend upon your degree of satisfaction for services 
received, many of our clients have asked us for general tip- 


ping guidelines. For a good job, we suggest US$2 to $3 
per tour day per four member for the tour director and 
US$2 to $3 per tour day per tour member for your driver. 
It is also customary to acknowledge a particularly good 
performance of a local city guide by leaving a tip. 


Cameras, Film, Videos 
Make sure your camera equipment is working, and bring 
plenty of film and a spare set of batteries. Airport security 
X-ray machines may or may not damage exposed film — 
there is no certainty. At most airports security staff will check 
cameras and film containers by hand if you ask them. Foil 
that protects film from Xray damage can be purchased at 


camera stores 

label your camera (and/or camcorder] and film bags 
with your name and tour code; should you lose them, 
there's a better chance of their being returned. Remember, 
never leave your camera in your hotel room; check that you 
have not left your camera or films on the motorcoach at the 
end of your tour or airport transfer 

If you purchase videos abroad, check that they are on 
the correct system (VHS etc.). 


Home Airport Check-in 

It is important that you arrive at the airport at least 9O min- 
utes before domestic flights and two hours in advance for 
international flights. This will allow you to check your bag- 
gage and present your passport and ticket. This will also 
allow you to get seat assignments and boarding passes if 
you have not already done so, then pass through security 
procedures to the boarding area 

If you are connecting with an international flight, be sure 
to observe legal minimum connecting times to transfer from 
one flight to the other if you have had your baggage 
checked through to your final destination. You'll need even 
more time if you have to transfer baggage yourself and 
check it again. Flights are often late arriving for connec- 
tions; you'll save yourself worry, effort, and expense if you 
allow plenty of time for every flight. 

Transfers to and from the home airport are not included 
in the tour price

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Hotel Check-in 
If your flight arrives in the morning at the city where your 
four starts, you may arrive at your four hotel before noon. 
Official checkin and check-out times vary from hotel to 
hotel, so it could be mid-atternoon before the staff has your 
room ready. We do our best to prevent this from happen- 
ing, but hope that when it occurs (usually at peak travel 
periods), you'll try to take it in stride. Some people use the 
time to explore the neighborhood, maybe shop or sightsee;

Unlike an airline we cannot process requests for special 
meals. While some hotels may be able to provide a spe 
cial diet, such as vegetarian or salHree food, there is no 
way for us to guarantee this. Special food costs extra 
Please ask your tour director for assistance 


Motorcoach Travel 

Whether you've chosen an itinerary that includes motor 
coach travel every day of the tour, or one in which you fly 
between cities and only use a coach for city sightseeing, 
it's important to take note of the following etiquette: 

Everyone wants to make the most of the time available 
and see as much as possible — so it is important that every 
tour member is on time all the time. 

For non-smokers and moderate smokers an otherwise per 
fect vacation can be spoiled if they are forced to inhale 
other people's smoke on a motorcoach. We therefore do 
not allow smoking on the coach. There are plenty of oppor 
tunities to smoke during the frequent stops. 

Heavy perfume or strong aftershave can inconvenience 
other passengers. Be considerate of other tour members 
and use these items sparingly 

Perishable food items should not be carried on the 
coach. To avoid food odors and to keep the coach as 
clean as possible, please bring on board only dry foods. 


In some countries, carrying perishable food items across the 
border is not permitted. 

To give everyone a variety of views we observe the cus 
tom of daily seating rotation. For safety reasons all Passen- 
gers are reminded to remain seated while the motorcoach 
is in motion 

On some tours we use motorcoaches with an emergency 
washroom. Due to a shortage of adequate cleaning and 
dumping facilities, this facility is reserved for true emergen- 
cies, and must not be used regularly in lieu of the rest rool 
at comfort stops. 


Border Crossings While on Tour 

Tour participants usually pass through border crossings 
and customs without formalities; however, you must be pre- 
pared fo open your baggage for inspection at any time. 
Proper identification should be carried at all times. Before 
leaving home, check your tour itinerary carefully, and ask 
your local consulates about visa and passport entry require- 
ments. 


Hours of Worship 


If you would like to attend a service and it fits in with your 
itinerary, check with your hotel reception desk for local 
places and times of worship. 


Your Spending Money 

On tour you will need spending money for meals or 
entrance fees not included on tour, additional beverages at 
meal times, optional excursions, gratuities, shopping, and 
incidental expenses. We suggest that you take more money 
than you think you'll need. It is time-consuming and some- 
times difficult to obtain additional money from home when 
you're on the move. 

Major credit cards are accepted by shops and hotels 
throughout the world. However, you may encounter stores 
or restaurants that require a minimum charge for using them. 
You might consider bringing more than one card, as some 
outlets may not accept all cards. Before traveling, check 
that your credit cards are valid for at least 30 days after 
completion of the tour. 


You will also find an ATM (automatic teller machine) card 
yseful. The Plus and Cirrus logos are now displayed at 
many ATM locations worldwide. Be sure fo activate your 
ATM and/or credit card before traveling, and don’t forget 
to bring your PIN code to facilitate use. Check with your 
bank to ensure you can withdraw cash on your card if 
necessary, especially if traveling abroad. 

You may also like to bring some money in traveler's 
checks. If lost or stolen, they can be replaced fast, and with- 
out loss of funds, if their disappearance is reported within 
the time stipulated by the company that issued them 
Carefully follow the advice of the traveler's check company 
io keep your receipt and the list of checks that shows which 
you have used, in a place separate from the checks them: 
selves. Never countersign a traveler's check until the 
moment you use it 

Depending on where your tour takes you, you may not 
be able to use traveler's checks to purchase items in stores 
or pay for restaurant meals; instead you will exchange the 
checks for cash at a local bank. It's a good idea to bring 
some in larger denominations ($50, $100) as banks usu- 
ally have a fixed-rate service charge when you exchange 
dollars for local currency 

Before you leave on your trip, you might also purchase 
currency for each country you will visit. It is available at 
major banks and international airports. The exchange rate 
may not be advantageous, but the convenience is worth the 
small extra cost 

You may also like to bring US currency for tipping your 
tour director, driver and local guides; for gratuities in restau: 
rants or for taxi drivers use the local currency. Hide a cou- 
ple of $20 bills on your person as emergency funds while 
traveling; these can always be exchanged at a bank for 
local currency.

Customs on Your Return 

U.S. Citizens: Returning U.S. residents are granted a tax 
exemption on articles totaling $400 in retail value if they 
accompany you, are for your own use, and are declared 
The $400 exemption may not be claimed if you have wa 
the exemption, or any part of it, within the precedin 
30-day period. The exemption is not cumulative. No nfl 
than 200 cigarettes (one carton) and 100 cigars may be 
included in your exemption. One liter (33.8 fl. oz.) of alco 
holic beverages is allowed duty-free for those over 2] 
years of age if it is not in violation of the laws of the state 
in which you arrive. Customs regulations permit U.S. cifi- 
zens traveling abroad to send home one gift each day 
(tobacco, perfume, and liquor excepted) not exceeding a 
value of $50 per day. The package must be clearly marked 
"Gift Enclosed” and the value must be clearly indicated on 
the outside. Gifts mailed home in this way need not be 
included in your customs declaration 

Canadian Citizens: Returning Canadian residents can 
claim a C$500 tax exemption anytime they have been 
absent from Canada for at least seven days. The exemption 
is not cumulative. No more than 200 cigarettes (one carton) 
50 cigars and 1.14 liters (40 oz) of wine or liquor may be 
included in your exemption, provided the person meets the 
age requirement set by the various provinces or territories 

Customs regulations permit Canadian citizens traveling 
abroad to send home gifts not exceeding a value of C$60 
per gift (must not be tobacco and alcoholic beverages). The 
package must be clearly marked “Gift Enclosed” and the 
value must be clearly indicated on the outside. Gifts mailed 
home in this way need not be included in your customs dec- 
laration

The Duich past, present, and future revolve around water.

Agriculture is an 
important source of income; cheeses include Gouda and Edam, 
and its flowers and bulbs are exported worldwide. Diamonds are 
an excellent buy in Amsterdam. 

Although renowned as engineers, some of Holland's most 
famous citizens are artists, such as Rembrandt, Van Gogh, and 
Frans Hals.

Romania 

Ruled by a Communist government from 1948 to 1989 
Romania is now a parliamentary democracy. Almost 90 perceni of 
Romanians are of Latin origin; they are intensely proud of their 
Roman heritage and yet orthodox in their religion. Residents speak 
Romanian, a Romance language derived mainly from Latin. 

The climate is temperate with four distinct seasons. Southern 
Romania consists of the flat Danube plain, where the capital 
Bucharest is located. To the north of the country is mountainous 
Transylvania, a beautiful forested area famous as the heart of 
Dracula country. 

Romania has a pronounced national culinary tradition with lamb 
and pork dishes, spicy sausages, and richly varied fish soups 
amongst the specialties. A traditional drink is Tzuica (plum brandy) 
which varies in strength, dryness, and smell according to locality, 
Local wines and beers are also very good. 


Russia 

Russia is the largest country on the face of the earth. It stretches 
across eleven time zones and its boundaries are over 40,000 
miles long. The countryside is timeless; endless expanses of forests 
and cultivated plains are interspersed with picturesque villages 
where the people still draw water from wells and carry it with buck 
ets on a yolk.

Worthwhile souvenirs are colorful nesting dolls and exquisite lac 
quered boxes with scenes from Russian folk tales that villagers 
painstakingly paint with squirrethair brushes. There are colorful pat 
terned plates and kitchen utensils from Khokhloma on the Volga, 
and ages-old amber jewelry from the Baltic coast.

After trying a sauna you'll 
probably agree. 


Norway

mile coastline, jagged with fjords and its craggy, uncompromising 
mountains. It is the fjords which most excite the imagination of the 
visitor: the power and majesty of the mountains, the changing 
moods of the sea, the charm of the tiny villages nestled along the 
tugged coast.
